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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed August 9, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The Amendment submitted by Applicant does not overcome the 
rejection made by Examiner in the last Office action. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Dupre et al. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and 
for the following reasons: 

Applicant's arguments are based on the missing characteristics of the reference 
such as low nitrogen content from 0 to 3% nor the alkalinity of from about 4 to 1 5 and 
the reference discloses a high nitrogen containing materials. 

The following position is taken because the claims in this application are read as 
broadly as possible. Limitations from the specification as to how the phenol- 
formaldehyde resins are produced are not read into the claims. 

The claims as presented are included within the broad teachings of the reference 
since they read on a phenol-formaldehyde resin produced from any methods having the 
claimed characteristics. 

Applicant has presented no factual evidence to show why the product of the 
reference does not in fact having the claimed properties. Further the reference cleariy 
disclose some claimed properties such as overtapping molar ratio, overlapping 
viscosity, overlapping solids content and overlapping pH, 
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Note that the pH relates to the acidic or alkalinity of the resins, of from 1 to about 
7 is acidic and from 7 to about 14 is alkaline. Since the reference and the claims have 
the overlapping pH then the alkalinity must be overlapping also. Therefore, the only 
missing characteristic from the reference is a low nitrogen content. It must be 
considered inherent since all of the claimed characteristics are overlapping.
